Terrorists launched .a heavy 
rocket attack on two villages in the 
Christian enclave of South Lebanon 
yesterday evening.

The first national convention in 
Likud history will be held at the end 
of April.

places assigned to it. Alternatively, 
it is proposed that the entire Likud 
pick the names of all the candidates, 
in the same pre-determihed order. 

The Liberals insist that each wing 
continue to name its own can- 
didates. 

HQlel Seidel, who represents the 
one-man Ahdut in the Likud Knes- 
set faction, appealed to Begin 
publicly at the meeting to prevent 
the Liberals from "stealing" his 
Ahdut supporters in the Histadrut. 
In reply Begin said the Likud had a 
rule that floor-crossing between its 
wings was taboo, and would remain 
taboo.

Resumes duties of presidency from hospital bed 

Reagan’s condition 
‘exceptionally good’ 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan, in “excep- 
tionally good condition” and 
"excellent spirits,” resumed the 
duties of the presidency yester- 
day from a hospital bed after an 
assailant's bullet was removed 
from his chest. 

Less than 24 hours after he 
was shot outside a Washington 
hotel, the 70-year-old president 
was joking with ' nurses at 
George Washington University 
Hospital, impressing his doctors 
with his physical stamina, seeing 
visitors and signing legislation. 

Nevada Senator Paul Laxalt. a 
close friend of the president, and 
Senate majority leader Howard 
Baker spoke to reporters outside 
the White House after they and 
other congressional leaders were 
briefed by Vice-President George 
Bush and several cabinet members, 
including Attorney-General Wil- 
liam French Smith. 

Baker and Laxalt both said that 
Smith briefed the congressional 
delegation on the investigation on 
the shooting and on the suspect, 
John Hinckley, who has been 
charged in the attack. 

Baker agreed Reagan would not 
become a “prisoner in the White 
House” and said the chief executive 
was unlikely to change his style of 
frequent trips outside the White 
House to give speeches, attend par- 
ties and travel to his ranch and 
elsewhere. 

During the morning, Reagan was 
visited, by his wife, Nancy; two of 
their children, Ron and Patti, and 
Bush. 

Top White House aides who 
visited Reagan yesterday morning 
found him sitting up in bed, 
-brushing his teeth after breakfast. 


Deputy White House press 
secretary Larry Speakes said 
Reagan used his breakfast tray to 
sign a dairy price support bill that 
aides had given him. 

“He could probably put in a full 
day today, if he gets a nap this after- 
noon," said Dr. Dennis O'Leary, a 
hospital spokesman.''...! would not 
be surprised to see him up walking 
around in a couple of days.” 

White House press secretary 
Janies Brady, who was shot in the 
forehead during the assassination- 
attempt, was “much improved" 
after extensive exploratory surgery 
conducted on Monday to determine 
the extent of damage to his brain.

Reagan learns about

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Ronald Reagan, told for the first 
time yesterday that his press 
secretary had been critically 
wounded in the same fusillade that 
hit him, replied: 

“Oh, damn. Oh, damn." 

Reagan was told by the White 
House physician. Dr. Daniel Ruge, 
just after noon that press secretary 
James Brady, a secret service agent 
and a city policeman had also been 
hit outside the Washington Hilton 
hotel. 

Then, Reagan's chief of staff, 
James Baker, told reporters, the 
president asked if Brady had been 
hit in the brain. 

Ruge said he had and Reagan 
said, “Oh. damn. Oh, damn.”

Hinckley’s motive may be revealed by unmailed letter 


WASHINGTON (AP). — 

Investigators have found an un- 
mailed letter written by accused 
U.S. presidential assailant John 
Hinckley which indicated “he might 
go out and do something to get 
himself killed,” according to U.S. 
Justice Department sources. 

The sources, who declined iden- 
tification, said the letter also in- 
dicated that Hinckley was in an “I 
don't care what happens to me" 
frame of mind. 

Sources did not say to whom the 


letter was addressed, nor would 
they say exactly when it was written. 
They said it was found in Hinckley's 
quarters but refused to say exactly 
which location they referred to. 

Hinckley was charged at mid- 
night on Monday (7 a.m. yesterday, 
Israel time) with attempting to as- 
sassinate President Ronald Reagan 
and assaulting a Secret Service 
agent. The gunfire also seriously 
wounded White House press 
secretary James Brady and a police 
officer, but charges in those cases 


have yel to be filed. 

Earlier yesterday Senator Paul 
Laxalt said authorities had es- 
tablished a motive in the attempted 
assassination but the senator, a 
close friend of the president, 
refused to divulge details. 

Attorney General William Smith 
had briefed Laxalt and other 
Congressional leaders about the 
shooting. But there was no public 
word as to whether discovery of the 
letter was critical to assessment of 
Hinckley's motive.

At the Abuhatzeira trial 

Defence lawyer denounces Glass

MK David Glass, chairman of the 
Knesset Law and Constitution 
Committee, was actively involved in 
the "plot to frame** his political ally- 
lurncd-enemy. Minister of 
Religious Affairs Aharon 
Abuhatzeira. it was claimed yester- 
day. Glass also lied on the wiLness 
stand during Abuhaizeira's trial for 
bribery, describing a crucial conver- 
sation between himself and key 
slate's witness Yisrael Gottlieb 
which never in fact took place. 

These dramatic accusations were 
hurled at the absent Glass in court 
yesterday by his fellow Jerusalem 
lawyer Shlomo Toussia-Cohen, who 
is leading Abuhaizeira's defence in 
the trial. 

Toussia-Cohen also sharply 
criticized — though in more 
moderate tones — the attorney- 
general's. handling of the 
Abuhatzeira investigation and 
prosecution. He said Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir had decided 
to bring charges against 
Abuhatzeira before even hearing 
what the minister had to say in his 
own defence. 

Regarding Glass, Toussia-Cohen 
said that if he was not guilty of being 
part of the “frame-up" and pf giving 
false evidence, then he was guilty of 
incredibly poor judgement in allying 
himself with Gottlieb, and was unfit 
to serve in public office. 

“He has no way out," Toussia- 
Cohen thundered. “He is either 
totally false or totally corrupt-.'' 

The defence attorney said that he 
himself believed the former epithet 
was the correct one. Glass’s 
evidence to the court had been “ut- 
terly incredible...an insult to the 
judges' intelligence. I have no words 
to express its absurdity.” 

If Glass was to be believed, Got- 
tlieb had told him last April that he 
(Gottlieb) had been transmitting 
kickback-bribes from three Bnei 
Brak yeshivot to Abuhatzeira. Got- 
tlieb added that he would use this 
information as a “whip” to force the 
minister to give him a Knesset seat 
on behalf of their Likud Utemura 
faction within the National 
Religious Party.

Cohen continued. “Glass appointed 
this man, this self-confessed bribe- 
taker (Gottlieb). to be his leader" in 
the breakaway faction which Got- 
tlieb, Glass, and other anti- 
Abuhatzeira members founded. 
Even if Glass did not fully believe 
the bribery story and preferred, as 
he told the court “to put it out of his 
mind," how could he ignore Got- 
tlieb's self-disclosure as a would-be 
blackmailer?

Police to Burg to Begin: ‘Kill the bill*

The government and the Knesset 
Law Committee are- or .a -collision 
course... over >a*. gave r.n men t- 
sponsored amendment to the 
Criminal Procedure Law that would 
guarantee elementary rights to 
suspects in police detention. 

The bill is ready for its final 
readings in the Knesset, but has 
been held up at the request of Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, who on 
Sunday asked Knesset Speaker 
Yitzhak Berman to delay the final 
readings until Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, who is responsible for 
the police, returns from abroad. 

Burg and the top ranks of the 
Israel Police are dead set against the 
new legislation, which police say 
would tie their hands and make it 
harder for them to fight crime. 


Police pressure on Burg is apparent- 
ly behind the government's attempt 
to delay passage of its own biU^for 
the duration of the 'Nfritli XnessetT 
. The amendment would .require 
police to inform suspects of their 
right to keep silent, as soon as they 
are brought to a police station. It 
would enable suspects to notify an 
attorney and their relatives of their 
detention and also provides for pos- 
sible financial compensation for 
false arrest. 

Law Committee chairman David 
Glass (NRP) on Monday accused 
the government of “breach of faith 
and deception," and said bis com- 
mittee would boycott other govern- 
ment bills until it let the amendment 
pass. The committee gave Glass its 
unanimous support. 

The "breach of faith” Glass refer- 
red to was an agreement worked out 


• three years ago with the then-justice 
minister Shmuel Tamir, himself now 
a member of the. latfrcommittee. At 
that time; thee- coromitteer had- 

• prepared its ownrfddMtmees' rights 
amendment, but shelved it in 
response to the government's un- 
dertaking to sponsor a rights bill of 
its own. 

The government finally submitted 
its bill three weeks ago; it passed its 
first reading and has been prepared 
by the committee for final Knesset 
approval.

Israel and Haddad have been 
maneuvered into a delicate political 
position by UNIFIL’s insistence 
that Haddad allow Lebanese troops 
to impose Lebanese sovereignty in 
the South. The terrorists apparently 
feel that Israel and Haddad will be 
reluctant to respond forcefully to 
their attacks, especially in areas unr 
der direct UNIFIL control. 

The escalation in tension with 
UNIFIL began when three Nigerian 
soldiers were killed during an anil; 
lery barrage by Haddad on Kantara 
10 days ago. However, both Haddad 
and Israel have in general refrained 
from tough responses to terrorist at- 
tacks. 

Military sources do not feel that 
the attack on Maoz Haim indicates 
a change in Jordan's policy of 
preventing terrorist strikes on Israel 
from its territory. It appears to have 
been an effective penetration of 
Jordanian defences by the terrorists 
who had infiltrated from Syria. 


Arkia buys two 737s for charter flights

TEL AVIV. — Arkia yesterday 
purchased two Boeing 737-200s for 
charter flights to Europe, which .are 
scheduled to begin later this year!. 

The agreement concludes a move 
to replace most of the airline's fleet 
or Viscounts, Metro-25, Islanders 
and Chieftains with more modern 
equipment, Arkia president Arik 
Achmon told The Jerusalem Post at 
a reception celebrating the 
purchase. 


The S3 1.5 million deal, to be 


financed by bank loans, was signed 
one week after the government told 
Arkia that it will be allowed to 
operate charter flights abroad. The 
airline immediately contacted Boe- 
ing representatives in Europe to. 
take advantage or tbe option it had 
bought over a year ago for $50,000. 

The first Boeing 737 is expected 
in June, 1982, and the second in 
September, Dadi Borvitz, Arkia 
senior vice-president said. 
Meanwhile, Boeing will help Arkia 
buy or lease a used Boeing 737 to 
enable Lhe airline to begin charter 
flights within three to five months.-

At Givat Ze'ev yesterday there 
was only rusty barbed wire, an un- 
used blue bus, and the gray walls of 
a partly-finished structure would-be 
settlers had built in January during a 
demonstration to force the govern- 
ment to speed up construction. 

The demonstrators had also put 
up flag poles and shredded Israeli 
flags were fluttering in the wind.

Assassination attempt: 
The price of freedom? 


WASHINGTON (AP). — How 
could it happen here? 

How could it happen that in the 
nation's capital, 800 metres from 
the White House, a gunman 
stationed himself in the midst of a 
group of reporters and, from three 
metres, fired six shots at the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

“You can't react faster than a 
bullet," said Jack Warner of the 
Secret Service, which is charged 
with protecting presidents. 

The how-could-it-happen ' ques- 
tion comes up every time someone 
attempts to kill a high public of- 
ficial And from the president's 
bodyguards comes the same prosaic 
answer. “We live in a free society." 

The Secret Service yesterday was 
undergoing the same kind of agoniz- 
ing reconstruction of events as it did 
after John Kennedy was assas- 
sinated in Dallas and Gerald Ford 
escaped injury in Sacramento and 
San Francisco.. 

Warner said that an internal in- 
vestigation into the shooting con- 
tinues to indicate that the assassina- 
tion attempt involved a lone 
gunman.

tempt took place at the Washington 
Hilton Hotel, whose side entrance 
was designed for quick, sjafe 
presidential access.

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
intends to slow the devaluation of 
the shekel in order to stem domestic 
price inflation. He has been pressur- 
ing the Bank of Israel to achieve 
this objective for several weeks, and 
informed sources say he has 
received some support ' from the 
bank's deputy governor. Dr. Eliezer 
Shefer. 

The programme of slowing the 
rate of devaluation entails a 
simultaneous return to the system of 
direct export subsidies, although 
that will be done in the guise of an 
exchange, rate insurance scheme. 
Under such a scheme, exporters will 
be guaranteed a certain future ex- 
change rate, against payment of a 
premium — and that may be partly 
or in whole borne by the Treasury. 

Aridor has recently intimated 
that the programme wilt be 


implemented this month. However, 
Treasury officials doubt that it will 
be possible. to adhere to this time- 
table. 

The ■ exchange rate insurance 
scheme will guarantee exporters an 
effective exchange rate adequate to 
compensate them for domestic in- 
flation even if the official exchange 
rate lags behind the rate of domestic 
inflation. The difference between 
the actual exchange rate and that 
guaranteed to exporters will be paid 
by the Treasury. 

A slowdown of the devaluation 
will reduce the cost of imports and 
thus slow domestic price rises. 
Aridor's insistence on slowing the 
devaluation stems from bis ap- 
prehension — as he admitted last 
night — that a sharp upsurge of in- 
flation is to be expected in April and 
May.

TEL AV!V. — A public committee 
set up to examine Tel Aviv's 
municipal inspection system yester- 
day recommended that the city es- 
tablish its own “policing" force with 
powers “similar” to those of regular 
policemen. 

The report, presented to Mayor 
Shiomo Lahat yesterdav, described 
the function of Lhe proposed force 
in only general terms. But the com- 
mittee members specified it should 
be set up in coordination with, and 
work alongside, the national police 
force. 

Powers of the force, as described 
in the report, would be greater than 
those of municipal inspectors — but 
apparently less than those of a 
regular policeman. 

Among the “policing" force func- 
tions envisioned by the committee, 
which was chaired by Prof. Efraira 
Torgovnik, would be the arrest of 
people and confiscation of property 
upon order of the municipal court. 

The force should also be em- 
powered to “maintain order” and 
eject squatters, the committee 


recommended, without specifying 
how this would be done. 

It said the force members should 
wear uniforms similar to those of 
regular police uniforms, but it was 
not clear if the committee envisions 
weapons for the force. 

The report also recommends that 
a body, to be called the inspection 
and policing administration, should 
be created to coordinate all the in- 
spection units and duties in the city. 
The body would be under the con- 
trol of the mayor, who would be 
free to use it as he sees fit. 

The report says that at present 
there is an overlapping of duties 
carried out by municipal inspectors 
and government officials. This is 
wasteful and inefficient, and could 
be eliminated if a municipal polic- 
ing force were set up, according to 
the committee. 

They also recommended that the 
wages and working conditions of in- 
spectors be re-examined and 
improved. 

In addition to Torgovnik, com- 
mittee members were police Nhzav- 
Mishne Ya'acov Haviv and the 
municipality’s legal advisor, David 
Talmor.

The Knesset committee asked for 
an exhaustive examination of the 
northern route in the light of the 
political implications involved. It 
called for a re-examination by the 
Foreign Ministry of the political 
priorities of the different alternative 
routes. 

Earlier this week the decision to 
choose the southern canal route was 
denounced by Cairo as a violation 
of the rights of the Palestinians. 

The committee also called upon 
the government to take political in- 
itiative so that the project might 
contribute to political and 
economic cooperation in the Mid- 
dle East.

USSR and China join outcry against attack 


WASHINGTON (AP). — 

Preliminary figures of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation show that 
violent crime soared by 13 per cent 
during 1 980. the biggest jump in a 
dozen years. 

The overall crime index, combin- 
ing violent crimes with the more- 
frequent property crimes, rose by 10 
. per cent in 1980 compared with 
1979. according to the preliminary 
1980 FBI uniform crime index 
released yesterday. 

“The reported increase under- 
scores the need for intensified ef- . 
. forts at combating crime, especially 
[violent crime, which surged 1 3- per 
cent last year," said Attorney- 
General William French Smith. 

In 1975. the overall index rose 9.8 
per cent. The 1980 increase is ac- 
tually the largest overall rise since 
the 17.6 per cent jump in 1974. 

Among violent crimes, robbery 


was up 20 per cent, forcible rape 
rose 9 per cent, aggravated assault 
increased 8 per cent and murder 
jumped 7 per cent. 

Violent crime has increased in li 
of the lost 12 years, with the largest 
previous jump being the J9.1 per 
cent ■ recorded in 1968. Violent 
crime declined 4 per cent in 1976. 

The index records only crimes 
reported to law enforcement agen- 
cies, which voluntarily submit their 
data to the FBI. The figures come 
from more than 12.000 law enforce- 
ment agencies nationwide. 

The new attorney-general has 
made increased federal leadership 
againsL violent crime his top priority 
and has named an eight-member 
task force to see what more the 
federal government can do. 

Cities of all sizes, as well as sub- 
urban and rural areas, reported 
overall crime increases during 1980. 


Belgian premier offers resignation 


.BRUSSELS (AP). — Premier 
.Wilfried Martens, unable to gain 
passage of a controversial anti- 
. inflation programme, yesterday sub- 
mitted the resignation of his centre- 
left government to King Baudouin. 

Government sources said the 
king did not accept the resignation 
immediately. Usually in such cases, 
he asks the prime minister to try 
again to patch up the differences 
within the government. 

Martens' four-party coalition of 


Flemish and French-speaking 
Christian Democrats and Socialists 
was formed last Fall, h broke apart 
over his proposals to untie salaries 
from the. cost of living index and to 
cut wages in publicly supported in- 
dustries by 10 per cent. 

Financial experts considered his 
proposals to be the first necessary 
step toward devaluation of the 
Belgian franc, which has been fall- 
ing on foreign exchange markets. 


4 Afghan diplomats defect to U.S. 


NEW DELHI (UP1). — Four 
Afghan embassy diplomats, who 
secretly helped their countrymen 
flee Soviet-occupied Afghanistan, 
have defected to America, a UN of- 
ficial said yesterday. 

Other sources said the U.S. Em- 
bassy in New Delhi spirited the 
Afghans and their families to the 
airport on Monday night, and put 
them aboard a flight to Frankfurt, 
West Germany, where they were to 


change planes and fly to New York. 
Afghan embassy employees said the 
diplomats were granted political 
asylum in the U.S., but American 
embassy officials declined to com- 
ment. 

The diplomats had secretly been 
giving dissident Afghan refugees 
student or medical patients’ papers 
for India so they could flee 
Afghanistan, Afghan diplomatic 
employees said. 


LONDON. — Thu Soviet Union and China 
yesterday joined Ihe world's non-Communisl 
countries in condemning Monday's assassina- 
tion attempt against President Ronald Reagan 
in Washington. 

“We resolutely condemn this criminal act.” 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev said in a 
message to the American President, wishing 
him a full and speedy recovery. 

Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang expressed 
shock over the assassination attempt in another 
or the scores of messages that flooded into the 
White House from world lenders. 

Erich Honecker, East German president and- 
Communist Party head, cabled his regret at the 
shooting, the East German news service ADN 
reported. 

Yugoslav President Cvjetin Mijatovic sent his 
nation's “friendly and warm wishes for your 
quick and successful recovery.”- 

Yasser Arafat's Palestine Liberation 
Organization denounced the attempt as a 
"terrorist action.** 

“In spite of President Reagan's hostile policy 
toward the struggle of the Palestinian people to 
recover its inalienable rights, we denounce any 
terrorist action,” K. haled Fahoum, speaker of. 
the Palestine National Council, said in

Egyptian President" Anwar Sadal, the closest 
American ally inUhc Arab world, denounced 
the. attempt as a "criminal act that shook the 
world” and prayed Tor ‘‘your quick recovery so 
that you .may resume. the- leadership of. your 
great country?'

Quake-threatened Chinese

HONG KONG (UPI). — A flotilla 
of sailing junks carrying thousands 
of southern Chinese villagers and 
fishermen converged on Hong 
Kong yesterday in search of sanc- 
tuary from a feared massive earth- 
quake. 

The Hong Kong government 
reported 95 vessels that fled the 
Chinese coast further north on Sun- 
day had been sighted in or near the 
British colony. Sixty-five boats, car- 
rying 3,000 men, women and 
children, have already arrived. 

At least 200 more vessels 
powered by bat-winged junk sails 
were still at sea carrying as many as 


10,000 Chinese, police superinten- 
dent Bill Renahan said. 

The flotilla was the largest of its 
kind ever to descend on the . British 
colony, which has been flooded 
with hundreds of thousands of il- 
legal Chinese immigrants since 
.1978. 

Hong Kong authorities told the 
new arrivals, that the -earthquake 
warning was erroneous) and they 
mil not be allowed to stay in the 
overcrowded colony.

Swiss won’t join UN seminar in Zurich Giickstein: I play 


BERNE (AP). — Neutral 
Switzerland announced yesterday it 
has declined a UN invitation to par- 
ticipate in a UN-sponsored meeting 
in Zurich on stepping up inter- 
national action - against South 
Africa's apartheid policy. 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
the government was dismayed, at 
not having been consulted in ad- 
vance about the “intemationaj 
seminar on loans to South Africa” 
to be held in Switzerland’s financial 
capita] April 5-7. 


Spokesman Denis Feldmeyer said 
the invitation to Switzerland — 
which is not a member of the world 
body, but hosts UN European head- 
quarters in Geneva and participates 
in several UN agencies — ■ arrived 
March 23, four weeks after the 
seminar was announced in a UN 
press release. He said. that although 
accords between Switzerland . and 
the UN did not call for prior Swiss 
consent .to meetings -outside 
Geneva, Switzerland “would have 
preferred to be • consulted, in , ad- 
vance?’.

“In the meantime, 
the business of government is going 
on normally and we expect it will 
continue to.” 

Lany Speakes, assistant White 
House press secretary, said Bush 
would follow the schedule that had 
been planned for Reagan. 

Haig, in his appearance before 
reporters, said erroneously that the 
secretary of state stands next in line, 
after the vice-president, in succes- 
sion. 

In fact, the secretary of stale is 
fifth in line, behind the president, 
vice-president, speaker of the 
House of Representatives and presi- 
dent pro tern of the Senate. 

As for command of U-S. forces in 
the event of a military emergency, 
Spcakcs said the line of command 


runs from the president to the vice- 
president and then to the secretary 
of defence. 

- In fact, the black briefcase that 
holds codes that would be needed m 
the event of a nuclear war remained 
near Reagan after he was shot and 
. underwent surgery, a White House 
spokesman said. 

The president's military aide, 
Jose Muraui, who carries the brief- 
case — dubbed “The Football" — 
and always travels with the presi- 
dent. was in Reagan's motorcade as’ 
it sped to George Washington 
University Hospital, according to 
White House deputy press secretary 
Larry Speakes. 

Speakes said Muratti remained at 
(he hospital throughout the day. But 
the spokesman refused further com- 
meni, except to say, “there were ab- 
solutely no problems in that area." 

In a briefing earlier, Speakes had 
said: “1 can assure you that I don't 
want (o discuss that. Of course, we 
don't discuss national security mat- 
ters of that type.”

A shocked, angry America 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's finely tuned, self- 
deprecating humour did not desert 
him after he was wounded by a 
would-be assassin outside the 
Washington Hilton Hotel on Mon- 
day night. 

. Obviously try ing to ease the fears 
of his wife Nancy as he was wheeled 
into the operating room, political 
aide Lyn Nofziger said Reagan told 
her “Honey, I forgot to duck.” 

Moments before he was 
anesthetized for surgery, Nofziger 
said, Reagan looked up at the doc- 
tors and said: “Please tell me you're 
Republicans." 

Aqd two-and-a-half hours after 
emerging from surgery, though 
Reagan couldn't speak because of 
the tubes in his mouth, he 
nevertheless scribbled a note to his 
doctors: “All in all. I'd rather be in 
Philadelphia." 

Meanwhile, reactions to the at- 
tempted assassination ranged from 
shock to anger. 

Hollywood postponed its biggest 
party, churches stayed open late for 
, the stricken faithful and world and 
1 national leaders ‘decried American 
violence. 

The American and New York 
stock exchanges suspended trading, 
and the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Championship Basket- 
ball game in Philadelphia was 
delayed for a moment of silent 
prayer. 

In Los Angeles, the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences 
•postponed its annual gala awards 
ceremony, which was to open with a 
taped tributeVfo' the film industry 
'’from R’eagknf 'a formcr'Scidr. t: : 

Across the nation, hushed 
"Oscar” parties stayed sober as 


movie Tans instead watched televi- 
sion replays of the attack and up- 
dated medical bulletins firm 
Washington. 

“With our prayers for those who 
have been wounded must go our 
resolution to rid our society of 
violence and to commit ourselves to 
do everything that we possibly can 
to eliminate hatred and the causes 
which contribute to hatred in our 
society.” said Edward Kennedy, the 
senior senator from Massachusetts 
who ran for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1980. 

Kennedy, whose brothers John 
and Robert were assassinated in the 
1960s, was given Secret Service 
protection in the wake of the 
Washington shooting. 

“Violence and hatred are alien to 
everything that this country is 
about,"Kennedy said. “They do not 
bring about a change in policy. 
They deny what is best in our 
nation.” 

Three former presidents 
responded to the news with sadness. 
In Tokyo, former president Gerald 
Ford, who escaped two assassina- 
tion attempts, said: “This incident is 
very disturbing, but I don’t believe 
it reflects the attitudes or actions of 
Americans as a whole, I don't want 
to condemn the entire population.” 

Richard Nixon, in New York, had 
“been in touch with Washington,” 
and he and his wife, Pat, were 
“praying that we’ll all be able to live 
in a saner world.” 

And former president Jimmy 
Carter said he and his wife, 
Rosalynn, “join the entire nation in 
prayer for the well-being of those 
wounded and for their families." 

5 '‘Former Alabama governor 
George Wallace, crippled for life in 
a 1972 assassination attempt, said he 


was “thankful” that Reagan's life 
had been spared. 

And Vice-President George Bush 
said he was heartened by doctors' 
reports that Reagan would recover. 
“! can reassure this nation and a 
watching world that the American 
government is functioning fully and 
effectively," he said. 

Messages for Reagan also poured 
into Washington from the watching 
world. 

Shock, prayers and wishes for a 
speedy recovery were offered by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, Japanese, Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki. Chinese Premier 
Zhao Ziyang, Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau and UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim. 

French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing sent a telegram expressing 
“my very warmest and friendliest 
wishes for your complete recovery 
and the pursuit of your activity in 
the leadership of the U.S.” 

In Lima, Peru President Fer- 
nando Belaunde Terry said it was 
“dignified” that Reagan walked 
into the hospital under his own 
power. 

The only reaction of the Soviet 
news agency Tass was a fiat, two- 
paragraph statement reporting the 
shooting without comment. 

As a stunned crowd gathered in 
pouring rain outside the George 
Washington University Hospital 
where Reagan underwent surgery, 
members of the President’s family 
secluded themselves amid tight 
secret service security and said they 
were angered by the -assassination 
attempt. 

•“I felt complete disbelief and 5 
shock,” the president’s only 


brother, Neil, 72; said outside his 
home near San Diego. “1 was 
almost sure something like this 
would happen. It's about time the 
courts decide the fun is over.” 

“My reaction is fury and rage and 
anger that in this country this kind 
of garbage is still going on. We have 
got to stop it and we have got to 
stop it right now,” said the presi- 
dent’s 39-year-old daughter, 
Maureen, a radio-talk show per- 
sonality and Republican activist. 

On the brink of tears and with her 
voice breaking, she added that she 
had always known that her father 
could be in danger. 

Reagan's other daughter, actress 
Patti Davis, was at her apartment in 
Santa Monica when she was told of 
the shooting by Secret Service 
agents said her personal manager 
Larry Thompson. 

“She is shocked, deeply con- 
cerned and praying for her father,” 
Thompson added. 

“It saddens me that something 
like this happens,” 35-year-old 
Michael Reagan, the president's 
eldest son. said at his home in Los 
Angeles. 

His father, he said, was “lucky," 
but added, “my father is a strong 
person and he's in good shape. 1 ex- 
pect he will be back chopping wood 
at his ranch in Santa Barbara by the 
end of April." 

In Lincoln. Nebraska, Reagan's 
youngest son, Ron, left a a dance 
tour with the Joffrey II Ballet and. 
with his wife, Doria, boarded a 
private jet for Washington. Ron 
Reagan,. 23, didn't reply to 
reporters' questions as he and his 
wife rushed from their hotel to a 
waiting car. (AP, Reuter)

GftOD photographs communicate. If you 
analyse any glossy colour magazine, you will 
notice the images have one thing in common: 
they are simple. This does not mean they were 
simple to take, but rather that their message is 
clear and direct. 

■What rules of grammar are to the written 


word, rules of composition and light are to 
photography. At times you break the rules to 
emphasize a point, but first the-concepts must 
be understood. . 

Besides their simplicity, good images also 
present to the viewer’s eye a perspective 
and/or point of view which is refreshing. 


Without being overly technical, and 
assuming that you own basic non-exotic 
camera equipment, the following four sugges- 
tions will improve a photo’s visual com- 
munication. 

□ Try unusual camera angles. Most boring 
pictures are usually taken at normal eye level. 
Using high or low camera angles introduces a 
surprising visual element Into. ordinary situa- 
tions. Lying on the floor or standing on lad- 
ders or chairs is all it ta\ces to add uniqueness 
;to an image. 

□ Simplify the background behind the subject. 


Nothing neutralizes the impact of a good im- 
age like a background that is too busy and dis- 
tracting. The clutter of a background drains 
the viewers’ interest away from the very sub- 
ject that the photographer is trying to present. 

□ Don’t be shy, move in dose to your -subject. 
Utilize the entire working area-of the Him and 
try to fill it with’ a strong, well composed pic- 
ture; This sodfetimes mdans vfdrikSng <fl ofcer ?

Back to the days of 
the ‘grand Old box’ 

David B rauner talks to the Isr ael M useum's 
'old camera' enthusiast Nissan Perez. 


MANY photographers are more 
fascinated by a new camera than a 
good picture. They drool at the 
prospect of pressing the shutter 
release of a super-compact SLR 
with LED, TTL, electronic cir- 
cuitry, quartz timing, digital read- 
outs, zoom lenses and motor drive. 

• AD those features certainly make 
good advertising copy, but not 
necessarily good cameras. The 
modem gadgetry, its nomenclature 
and its cost, has caused many a 
potential photographer to throw up 
his hands in frustration. 

The gadgets and the ever- 
diminishing size of today's cameras 
have also radically changed the 
style of photography. These days, 
photographers attack their subjects 
with a machine-gun barrage. Equip- 
ped with motor-driven cameras, 
they spray their shots with wild 
abandon, knowing that in a roll of 
36 frames one or two are bound to 
be hits. 

But some photographers hark 
back to the days of “the grand old 
box," the heavy artillery of 
photography that had to be careful- 


ly set up, aimed, framed and shot. 
And those simple boxes with un- 
sophisticated lenses and shutters 
made some of the finest pictures we 
have today. Take, for example, the 
work of the famous pioneer 
photographer, Matthew Brady, who 
chronicled the American Civil War 
in memorable images. He lugged his 
“pieces” around from battlefield to 
battlefield in two horse-drawn 
wagons. One was a mobile dark 
room, in which he immediately 
developed his exposed plates. 

Among modem photographers, 
such names as portrait 
photographer Yusuf Karsh and 
nature photographer Ansel Adams, 
still hunch under black coverings of 
their large format view cameras, 
seeing the world upside down 
through the glass. The quality of 
their work and others like them has 
renewed interest in big, black boxes 
on tripods. Large and medium film 
format cameras of all types and 
origins are suddenly enjoying a well- 
deserved encore in the Electronic 
Age. 

In Israel, Nissan Perez, assistant 


curator of photographs at the Israel 
Museum, is leading the charge of 
the “big guns" of photography. At 
the moment, he is busily collecting 
old cameras and light metres for the 
museum's planned exhibition of old 
photo equipment which will be the 
“first of its kind in Israel." 

Like Karsh, Perez bails from • 
Turkey, whence he emigrated 13 
years ago. He is a psychologist by 
training, and a long-time convert to 
photography. 

Part of Perez’ job is collecting old 
photographic equipment of all kinds, 
not only for the exhibition, but 
for posterity. Anyone who has an 
old, unused camera or other antique 
photo equipment can contribute it 
to the museum for safe-keeping, 
either as a loan for the exhibition or 
as a permanent donation. Perez is 
seeking equipment here and abroad 
and hopes to import a number of 
special items for the show. 

Perez showed me his embryonic 
collection. Many of the cameras are 
in perfect working order. 

I was amazed to see that many of 
those "new features” paraded in the 
ads for modern cameras are in fact 
old ideas. The focal-plane shutter, 
for instance, is one that moves 
across the surface of the film. Well, 
the shutter of the old German Net- 
tel camera worked on this 
“sophisticated, modern principle" 
long before many of us were born. 

Macro;photography, the capa- 
bility of shooting relatively small 
objects like insecu, fine print or 
heads of pins, ' costs modern 


photographers a fortune in macro- 
lenses or bellows attachments. But 
our predecessors who used a 1930 
Zeiss Ikon had only to employ the 
built-in double extension bellows to 
photograph at one-to-one, in other 
words, the same size as the object. 

For a super fast lens, one that ad- 
mits volumes of light for indoor 
photography, the shutterbug who’ 
bought himself a 1930 German 
Cocarette camera with an f/UZ 
Zeiss Compur lens couldn't go far 
wrong. To buy such a fast lens to- 
day, a person would have to pay 
heavily. - 

One of the simplest cameras in 
the collection is the small and light 
1930 Kodak Vest Pocket; Kodak 
built this little bellows model for 
amateurs who wanted something 
practical and’ convenient to take 
with them on holiday. It was the 
Olympus Pen of its day. It has four 
apertures, which are simply four-dif- 
ferent sized. holes on a revolving 
plate, and one shutter- speed in- 
dicated by I for “instant,” plus a set- 
ting for long or time exposures, 
marked by T. 

Olga Weiss of Jerusalem donated 
this camera to the museum. Her 
father gave it to her for a present on 
her 13th birthday over half a cen- 
tury. ago. She told me it made 
wonderful pictures and that she 
loved to use it. .that is, until she 
went abroad to England. There, at 
the beginning <of her tour, she gave 
her camera to someone to 
photograph her. He inadvertently 
switched it from I to T, so that

Working on this 
film, whose subject was important 
to her, it became dear that she must 
find a way to work independently, 
and make the films she wanted to 
make. 

■ She was offered a job with Herb 
Krosney, as his assistant producer, 
and made a number of documentary 
films with him. When they were 
about to make a film on Israeli 
women, Krosney had to go abroad, ■ 
and Eshel was left to produce the 
film on her own. Rita Gam (a well- 
known American actress) Speaking 
to Israeli Women was to be a film 
that dealt with the lives of several 
highly successful professional 
women. Eshel selected women who 
would expose the myth of the 
“token woman”.. — the 
Superwoman who succeeded bril- 
liantly m ail spheres and “never ex- 
perienced sexual discrimination.” 
She chose women, successful in 
their professional lives, who could 


talk about the struggles of tryipg to 
“make it” in a society dominated by 
sexism, and the price they had had 
fo pay for their success. 

Then came 1977, election year. 
When the Women’s Party was 
formed to run for Knesset, Shuli 
Eshel, already active in the feminist 
movement, was the obvious choice 
to make die campaign films. She 
made four short advertising films 
that -were shown on TV. On the 
strength of these films, Eshel started 
to work for TV as a free-lance direc- 
tor. She recalls with some satisfac- 
tion that it was the Women's Party 
that indirectly launched her career. 

As a free-lance director for televi- 
sion, Eshel made a host of short 
documentary films, on cultural is- 
sues — exhibitions, plays, per- 
sonalities in the art world. But work 
on the social issues that concerned 
her — civil marriage, battered 
wives, religious coercion, rape. 
abortion — never came Her way. 

By 1979, she felt increasingly 
frustrated. The limitations of sub- 
ject matter led to her resignation. 

“Weren’t you afraid to be out on 
- your-own?^ tasked her* : • 

' ■■ ,% Of coursei- was afraid ."But I am 
primarily a social documentary film 
maker, not an ‘experimental’ one. 
Although the form of film is impor- 
tant to me, the content is more im- 
portant 1 felt that I had to find a 
way to make the films that I 
believed were socially relevant.” 

(Her next plan is to direct her first 
feature -film dealing with the! 
deterioration of a relationship.) * 

We returned to the subject of 
women in the army. Eshel believes 
that the position of women in the 
anny is one of the roots of the 
problem of sexism in Israel — in the 
army, roles are officially sexist, with 
women being relegfited to “service” 
jobs. At the same time, the army 
also reinforces the “myth of 
equality" — the heroine fighting 
alongside her 'brother. It is these 
two contradictions — apparent 
equality, together with the sexist 
deliniation of roles — that makes 
the army such a good subject for the 
examination of the status of women 
in our society. 

Having decided that a film on 
women in the army was to be her 
next project, Eshel went to the U.S. 


to raise the necessary finance. She 
went the rounds of various Jewish 
organizations, -and eventually was 
put in. touch with Women to 
Women, a foundation set up by a 
group of American Jewish women 
to support projects that advance the 
status of women in Israel. Impres- 
sed with Eshel’s synopsis and with 
her previous shorts, they gave her 
the basic financing to get the pro- 
ject off the ground. Later, they gave 
further funds. 

Back in Israel, Eshel mobilized a 
crew, and persuaded them lo work 
without salaries “for a share of the 
profits — if any.” It says a lot for 
her determination, that she suc- 
ceeded in setting up this production 
single-handed, as well as scripting 
and directing the film. 

“What are you trying to show 
through your film?” I asked her. 

“1 want to explode the myth of 
equality between -the sexes in the 
army, to show the reality of the 
position of women. To show what 
has. changed — and what has not 
changed — since 1 was a soldier.” 

What has changed? Although 
some new jobs have become open 
to women, only 225 out of a total of 
709 <job categories in the IDF are 
open to women. These are mostly 
service jobs — clerks, secretaries, 
parachute folders. Yet among the 
new categories now open to women 
are aeroplane technicians, control 
tower operators, tank instructors. 
Though Eshel is obviously pleased 
with this de facto progress for 
women, she remarks that, as has so 
often been Lhe case in history, new 
jobs are open to women when men 
need women, to fill them. Women 
still have a long way to go in defin- 
ing their own needs, and not ac- 
quiescing in men’s definitions of 
their needs, she says. 

The film is built around the real- 
life stories of two women soldiers in 
the last month of their service. 
Abigail a Jdbbutznikit, and Orly, a 
Yemenite, represent the “average" 
woman. Through interviews with 
them now, and flashbacks during 
their army service, Eshel creates her 
film: when they enter the army, 
both fulfil the stereotype roles and 
expectations of “girl soldiers.” 
Gradually, through the director's 
probing, they (and we) begin to see 
their second-class status, to realize 
that in both' stated and implied 
ways, their job is to “service” the 
men. Eshel also shows other women 
in the film: Mill Dayan for example, 
who fought against heavy odds, to 
become the first woman com- 
mander of the tank instructors’ 
'course for women. She now admits 
to having problems with her 
‘“feminine ' idehtiry:" * * - 

Commander of the Women’s 
Corps, Col. Dalia Raz, gave some 
hope for the future status of women. 
We are progressing slowly towards 
equality, she says, emphasising both 
“progressing” and '‘slowly.’’ 

At the end of the film, Abigail is 
back on kibbutz working as a cook, 
and Orly works as a clerk in the city. 
Both are expecting to marry shortly. 
Eshel draws no easy conclusions, 
but chooses only to examine the 
beginnings of feminist con- 
sciousness. 

My last question to Shuti Eshel 
was: "What do you hope the film 
wiH achieve?” 

“I hope that both women and 
men will begin to see the reality of 
the position of women in our 
society, to realize the wasted poten- 
tial of 53 per cent of our population. 
That women’s growing con- 
sciousness of the pervasiveness of 
sexism within our society, and their 
understanding of its dynamics, will 
lead to the will to change things. 
And," she adds with a smile, "the 
fact that Israel Television has 
agreed to broadcast this film is cer- 
tainly a step in the direction of 
progress.” 



alK a matter of lenses, writes Nat Suffrin.

e perception of. things as 
jh one is a seeing them for the 
time and the urge to preserve 


the uniqueness of the.sighL to share 
the joy of file perception — that is 
what is behind photography. 

This perception is helped by dif- 
ferent lenses. A new lens, a different 
focal length, is an invitation to ex- 
plore the world with a different 
point of view, a set of possibilities. 
This spring I began producing a new 
crop of pictures: I had got another 
wide-angle and a fish-eye lens;: 

It began with the. Great Pyramid, 
the only one of the ancient “Seven 
Wonders of the World" in evidence 
today. I visited Egypt last -winter, 
and as I walked along the Pyramid, 
the impact of the great mass of 
stones was overpowering. Even the 


local, Egyptian visitors were awed 
by this “presence.” The problem 
was: how could I express this impact 
with my camera. Lucidly, I had my 
20mm. wide-angle lens for ray 
35mm,- camera with me. This lens 
gets in a field of about 90°, which is 
very useful in such tight situations 
as temple areas, tombs. I had an- 
ticipated quite a bit of work with 
this lens and I did most of my Egyp- 
tian pictures with it. Now, here at 
the foot of the great mass of slabs 
that- Form the Pyramid, I decided 
against putting some distance and 
taking the shot from a “proper” 
perspective because I felt that I 
must no! leave the proximity of the 
slab;* themselves, to get them and 
the apex of the pyramid in the view- 
finder. This is just what the 20mm. 
lens allowed me to do — very suc- 
cessfully. 

This experience resulted in 
renewed interest in wide-angle work 


and a desire to go even wider. As an 
amateur with moderate means, I 
tried cheaper means to achieve such 
effects (the very wide and fish-eye 
lenses are very expensive). The 
simpler slip-on lenses were too un- 
sharp, particularly at the edges. A 
friend suggested a peep-eye lens 
used to look through the front door. 
Mounted on the normal lens of the 
camera, it produced a small circular 
image and lacked sharpness, so I 
dropped this idea. 

I did get results when 1 picked up 
a relatively cheap (IS500) fish-eye 
supplementary lens to add to the 
normal lens. When focussing 
problems were overcome, the 
sharpness was fairly satisfactory. A 
fish-eye lens covers a field of about 
180" and produces a circular image. 

Through this lens a whole new 
world opens up, unpredictable and 
explorable only with the camera 
kept at the eye.

that if there is no increase in tax col- 
lection, they will cancel the tax cut. 

Jaegermann's arguments are 
these: cameras can easily be smug- 
gled into the country because they 
are so small. A person going abroad, 
buying a camera and lenses and 
then smuggling them into the 
country can pay for his plane ticket. 

Tourists are another source of 
smuggling, Jaegermann contends. 
Today, almost. every tourist enters, 
ihe country, with a camera. 

Jaegermann, who is also 
chairman of the photographic sec- 
tion of the Tel Aviv Chamber of 


Commerce, claims that professional 
smugglers come into a photographic 
store and offer for sale some 20 
cameras at a low price. 

. This not only played havoc with 
their photography shops, but the 
government also lost money. Usual- 
ly, these cameras were sold “under 
the table”; no VAT was charged 
either. The sales did not show up in 
the books, so the store owner paid 
less income tax, too. 

With the present . lax cuts on 
- photographic equipment, the bona 
fide importers are able lo compete 
with the smugglers and may even 
put them out of business. And the 
government will be able to earn 
more revenues. 

As an example, Jaegermann 
named a certain popular single lens . 
reflex camera which up to March I ■ 
was- being offered by professional 
smugglers for S275 This camera is 
now being offered by retail stores 
for S282, with all taxes including 


VAT paid. The customer buying the 
camera in a store gets his camera 
complete with original box and a 
one-year guarantee. 

Israelis who smuggle in cameras 
often lose out on the deal, he added. 
In many cases, the camera they buy 
for a low price is an outdated 
model, which has gone out of 
production. Often. Lhe store owner 
abroad will sell you only the 
original body of the camera, while 
the lenses and other parts are of an 
inferior brand, which lowers the 
quality of the product. 

Jaegermann believes that the tax 
cuts are a success. “Just to judge 
from the cameras we import, during 
the first three weeks of this month 
(March) we have sold more cameras 
than in the past year and a half- This 
also means that we have paid more 
taxes during this short period than 
during the past 18 months.”

HAIFA. — Municipal water reser- 
voirs that have not been cleaned Tor 
10 years: a 500-metre-long road 
which took nine years to pave; the 
15 years it took to pay compensa- 
tion to the Arab owners of land ex- 
propriated to make room Tor Haifa 
University; a million-dollar 
maritime school built despite city 
councillors' warnings and aban- 
doned four years later to rats and 
vandals — these are some of the 
highlights of the State Comptroller's 
report on the Haifa Municipality. 

One third of the report deals with 
the city engineer's office and local 
building and town planning matters, 
it offers definite support for the ac- 
cusations recently levelled against 
city hall by former city engineer 
Dov Eisenberg. 

Laws are openly and constantly 
disregarded, including one obliging 
the municipality to secure the in- 
terior ministry's approval for its 
land and property deals. Millions of 
shekels are poured into senseless 
projects which end up costing 300 
per cent more because of poor plan- 
ning. To top it all, violators of 
building and health regulations are 
known to get away easily — if 
they're big enough. 

“The office of city engineer is one 
of the most important in the 
municipality," the Comptroller 
,points out. “The constant changes 
of city engineers and other high of- 
ficials have left their mark on the 
performance of the office,” is the 
Comptroller's . mildly-worded 
warning. “Unless the municipality 
finds a city engineer who stays long 
enough on the job, it will be impos- 
sible, to get order into Haifa's 
chaotic building and town planning 
affairs.” 


COMPTROLLER’S REPORT -HAIFA 

Building dept found strangely lax 


Last year 826 applications for 
building permits were filed with the 
Local Town Planning Committee, 
of which 700 were approved. Those 
which did not include requests for 
special allowances were usually 
decided upon within two months: 
otherwise a decision took between 
one and four years, at considerably 
higher costs for both the 
municipality and the applicant. The 
committee seems to have no dear 


criteria as to which upplicaLions 
should be handled early and which 
should be left for later. 

The City Outline Plan clearly 
defines the maximum building den- 
sity and floor areas for Haifa's 
various neighbourhoods. However, 
the Local Town Planning Commit- 
tee has repeatedly allowed ten per 
cent deviations (for "incentive pur- 
poses”) and lately raised this to 20 
per cent for “balcony additions." 
Both these steps are unlawful, the 
Comptroller points out. The com- 
mittee often also allowed additions 
that increased built-up areas by up 
to 25 per cent — 'allegedly for the 
expansion of kitchens, balconies, 
cupboards or washrooms. 

Municipal authorities explained 
to the State Comptroller that those 
additions were meant to encourage 
contractors to build in less-favoured 
areas — and larger flats than they 
would normally build. Why not 
amend the Outline Plan so that it 
will allow higher building ratios? 
the Comptroller asks. 

The building inspection depart- 
ment has a peculiar way of handling 
violations of building regulations, 
the report goes on. Offenders are 
likely to receive a warning letter, 
asking them to "return the property 
to its prior, lawful condition," They 
also receive a request to apply for a 
building permit, which if granted, 
will turn their violations into' 
perfectly legal additions. “Such a 
practice is not likely to discourage 
contractors from breaking the 
rules,” the Comptroller remarks. 

There is no comprehensive in- 
spection plan for building sites, and 
inspectors often do not know what . 
they are supposed to check. Their 
visits to sites are so random and 
sporadic, that they often spot 
building violations when they’re 
already a well-established reality, 
and little can be dnne about them. 

In August 1978, the Comptroller 
reports, a group of residents in 
Ahuza, on Mount Carmel, com- 
plained to City Hall that near their 
street someone had started building 


without a permit. The contractor 
was subsequently-forced through a 
court order to stop all work. Later 
that year, however, he applied for a 
building permit for two high-rise 
buildings with 82 flats, which was 
quickly granted to him on January 
1979. Oily bn November 1980, did a 
city inspector again visit the area — 
to find that the contractor had built 
two extra flats. To date no steps 
have been taken against the con- 
tractor. 

In July 1974 a permit was granted 
for the construction of a three- 
storey commercial centre, which 
would contain a 2.000 sq.m, un- 
derground garage and shelter.- In 
April 1975, the contractor re- 
quested a permit to add a fourth 
floor, but the Local Town Planning 
Committee turned him down. He 
later asked approval for a “change 
in the original plans" — which 
aimed at making room for the 
desired fourth floor. While the re- 
quest was being debated (in June 
1 976), a building inspector reported 
that construction of the fourth flbor 
had already started. The committee 
did nothing to stop this; it did not 
seek a court order, warn the con- 
tractor or fine him. 

The building was completed in 
January 1978, but was refused a 
licence to operate because of the Il- 
legal additions. These- were ap- 
proved without further trouble, 
however, three years later, the 
Comptroller reports. 

When building inspectors do 
report violations, it does not always 
mean that justice will be. done. The 
flies received by the city's legal 
department (the only one that can 
prosecute offenders) often lack 
vital information, such as complete 
names, addresses and descriptions 
of the violations committed As a 
result, the Comptroller points out, 
the municipal prosecutor is often 
forced to drop cases because of in- 
sufficient information. 

Haifa's veterinary services are in 
no better condition. The law 
stipulates that all meat, frozen fish 


and poultry sold must be examined 
by an authorized veterinarian 
before being offered for sale. That; 
as already reported by the 
municipal comptroller, is not done 
in Haifa. 

The quality of Lhe drinking Water 
here is also very doubtful. 

The city has 37 reservoirs, which 
have not been , cleaned for a long 
time, the Comptroller . charges. 
Most have been untouched for. the 
past 10 years, and some for. longer.. 
A year ago the municipality 
promised to have the reservoirs 
cleaned and disinfected; but the 
Comptroller does not report 
whether this plan was carried out. 

The Comptroller checked safety 
arrangements, desks, building and 
shelter upkeep at a number of 
schools; Local authorities are 
obliged ^to sehd an engineer

periodically to check the safety of 
school staircases — but no such 
check had been carried .out at any 
of the schools visited. Several had 
broken stairs ' and dangerously slip- 
pery corridors, the Comptroller- 
reported.. ’ .. ■ 

Moisture- covered - classroom 
walls-, are a common occurrence in 
winter, as welh asolcfdcsksstored iii 
corridors, m suclr a way as to- con- 
stitute a danger to children. School 
shelters' arc often used for storage. 
They : are badly ventilated arid.wr- 
tually: unusable, the report siiys,; 

In - 1965, the municipality- ex- 
propriated 227 dunams on Mount 
Carmel, slated for the construction. ' 
of Haifa University. Six yeara ijaierf

Lower food prices for Pessah

The large food chains and food 
producers will initiate a price- 
cutting campaign on basic products 
for Pessah, with reductions of 10 to 
25 per cent, according to an an- 
nouncement by the Ministry of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism. 


Matzot, frozen and- processed 
meat, fish, preserves, cleaning 
materials, wines and other products 
will be among those on which prices 
will be reduced. Matzot will be sold 
at IS 12.8 per package, instead of the 
approved price of IS.14. Ofl, rice, 
and sugar will be sold at discounts 
of 8-12 per cent. 


Washing powders, other cleaning 
materials and paper products will be 
sold at discounts of 10-25 per cent. 
Leading producers of canned foods, 
among them Telma, Yakhin, Tnuva, 
Bite, Mata, and others — will lower 
their prices 1(M5 per cent. 

Supplies of vegetables, frozen 
meat, frozen chicken, -eggs and 
carp, for which* there is high ‘de- 
mand during' the holiday, are ade- 
quate. 

.The director-general of the 
ministry, - Yoram Ziv, said that -he 
will give adequate advance notice of 
the discounts, and that price and 
marketing controls will be stepped 
up during the holiday period. 


Pasta and chofcolate bars to cost more

The public price'cbmmittee has 
approved a 12 per cent increase in 
the price of Osem pasta products 
and of 8.9 per cent in the price of 
Elite chocolates. The higher prices 
go into ‘'effect today. 


A 50 gram bar of milk chocolate, 
which now costs IS2.70, will cost 
IS2.94. The price of the 100 gram 
bar goes up from IS5.14 to IS5.60. 
Bitter chocolate will now cost 
IS3.40 and IS6.45 for the 50 and 100 
gram bars, respectively, compared 
with 1S3.12 and IS5.92 until now. 


Aridor won’t reduce capii

Egypt’s parliament 
approves trade pact 

CAIRO (UPI). -r . Despite ; the 
protests -of an opposition leader 
against Israeli “intransigence,” 
parliament yesterday approved two 
agreements on: tirade cooperation 
and air transport between - Egypt 
and Israel, 

The approval was a mere for- 
mality since ■ the two agreements 
were, put into effect shortly after 
they were signed last summer. 

Opposition leader. Ibrahim 
Shukry.vof the Socialist Labour 
Party reminded the house that 
Egypt had led the Arab economic 
boycott of Israel for nearly 30 years. 
: “Wc must reject these agree- 
ments, -because of Israel's increas- 
ing intransigence and its failure. to 
grant full- autonomy-, to the 
Palestinians," Shukry said. 


Wholesale trade down 5%

In 1980 there was a 5 per cent 
decline, in real terms, in the tur- 
nover of wholesale trade, both for 
domestic sales and for exports, ac- 
cording to data released yesterday 
by the Central Bureau of Statistics. 

The data are based on the sales of 
Firms with at least one employee, 
and include importers, exporters, 
regional purchasing organizations, 
and the agricultural produce 
marketing boards. 

The decline last year came after a 
moderate one per cent increase of 
sales in 1979. This followed a 
significantly higher increase, of 13 
per cent, in 1978. 

The shrinkage of sales in 1980 
mainly reflects the contraction in 
the second quarter of the year com- 
pared with the first, which amoun- 
ted to 8 per cent. Although sales 
picked up in the third quarter, with 
a 3 per cent rise over the second 
.quarter, the level still remained 
below that of the beginning of the 
year. 

In the last quarter of 1980 there 
was a rise of 10 per cent, so that the 
level of sales returned to the 
average of 1979. 

In the domestic market, 1980 
sales fell off by 6 per cent, after a 2 
per cent rise In 1979 and an expan- 
sion of 1 1 per cent in 1978. 


The decline applied to most 
product groups, but was particularly 
sharp in the sales of machineiy, 
equipment and vehicles — 26 per 
cent. The sales of furniture, electric 
appliances and household goods 
were above the average — 15 per 
cent — with agricultural raw 
materials just behind, with 14 per 
cent. __ . ; 

In textiles, wearing apparel and 
footwear the contraction was also 
above average — 1 1 per cent. 


Concern about nation’s fuel reserves

(Alignment-Labour), charged jtfcat' 
the ministry director-general David 
Hagoell, agreed only to give them a 
few brief details from the report 


Dr. Lajos Gottesmann, business leader, sportsman 


AN ARDENT Zionist and 
resistance fighter, a successful 
businessman and a remarkable 
sportsman — this was Dr, Lajos 
Gottesmann, who died a month ago 
at his home in Herzliya Pituah. 

Dr. Gottesmann did not choose 
politics as a career — he was an in- 
surance executive, but he remained 
involved behind-the-scenes in party 
politics as well as in affairs of state. 
For many years he was a -kind of 
one-man information and good-will 
department, maintaining personal 
ties with many foreign diplomats 
who kept up their contacts with him 
even after leaving Israel. 

An active member of the 
Revisionist movement since his 


youth in Czechoslovakia, Got- 
tesm arm's commitment to Zionism 
was total. He was a political activist 
and journalist and helped save thou- 
sands of Jews, waking as an un- 
derground fighter during the Nazi 
era until he himself was caught and 
sent to the Bergen-Belsen con- 
centration camp. 

Gottesmann settled in Israel after 
World War II, though he had been 
in Palestine before, when as a Davis 
Cup tennis competitor he 
represented Czechoslovakia at the 
first MLaccabia. His passion for ten- 
nis was part of his life and he 
founded tile Israeli Veteran Tennis 
Association, hosted international 
competitions here and participated 
in similar events abroad 


orally. 

One key recommendation of the 
Bartel Committee was to increase 
the country's stocks of refined fuels 
by 1.3 million cubic metres over the 
next five years, and store this ad- 
ditional quantity in underground 
reservoirs in rock formations. 

-; The. Knesset bod^' complained 
that the energy ministiy 'had done 
nothing to Implement the plans for 
the underground reservoirs, 
although three suitable sites had 
already been earmarked by the state 
corporation which handles internal 
fuel distribution.

Bikur Holim io 
offer ‘radical’ 
psoriasis treatment 

By MOSHE KOHN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter ' 

A 5200,000 machine contributed 
by a German donor to Jerusalem’s 
Bikur. Holim Hospital will soon 
make Israel the only place in the 
Orient offering the PUVA treat- 
ment that provides radical relief to 
pso'riasis sufferers. The treatment 
has already proved successful in a 
number of American and European 
medical centres. 

PUVA is an Acronym of Psoralen 
and Ultrar Violet A radiation. When 
the patient swallows Psoralen 
tablets and at the same time is sub- 
jected to Ultra-Violet A radiation, 
the process causing the scaly, itchy 
dryness of psoriasis is arrested for 
much ionger than is possible by con- 
ventional treatment. 

The machine for administering 
the radiation has been contributed 
by Dr. Kurt Hermann of Hamburg; 
West Germany; honorary president 
of the Israel Psoriasis Association. 
It is now being installed in Bikur 
Holim’s dermatology clinic, which 
is : headed by Prof. Ya’acov Shanon, 
president of the Israel Society of 
Psychosomatic Medicine.

He noted that Psoralen was 
developed only a few years ago by 
Egyptian scientists. 

About 75,000 Israelis suffer from 
psoriasis, which is believed to be a 
hereditary disease whose symptoms 
are set off by stress. Some 3,000 
cases occur each year. 


Aridor asks tax 
break for Beduin

Lorincz, Aridor said that the level 
of compensation set by a special taw 
covering this requisition was not ex- 
plicitly given in net terms, that is tax 
exempt, as the-fuw intended. 

Aridor therefore requested the 
committee to approve an exemption 
from capital-gains tax for the total 
IS327 million to be paid to the 
Beduin.

EEC doubles its trade 
deficit with U.S. 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — The Euro- 
pean Economic Community's trade 
deficit with the U.S. doubled last 
year to $25b-, EEC Commission 
sources said recently. They said 
the deficit, twice as big as that with 
Japan, was largely blamed on poor 
EEC industrial performance and ris- 
ing imports of manufactured 
goods, particularly textiles, raw 
materials and machinery. 

Rising imports of cars, electronic 
goods and machine tools this year 
pushed the I9S0 deficit with Japan 
to S 10.7b., more than double the 
1979 level. 

The sources said EEC’s world 
trade deficit was provisionally put at 
about S60b. in 1980, against 533b. in 
1979, and more than 60 per cent of 
it was accounted for by the im- 
balances in trade with Japan, the 
U.S. and Canada. 

The hfC was the only major in- 
dustrialized area whose trade deficit 
was chiefly accounted for by 
negative trade performance with 
other industrialized areas, rather 
than with oil-producing and 
developing countries. 

“These figures show clearly that 
our industry simply is not com- 
petitive. Our deficit comes chiefly 
from the need to import products of 
Japanese and U.S. industries. They 
are effectively passing a part of their 
oil bill on to us through trade sur- 
pluses with the Community." the of- 
ficial said. 
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Menace to American society 

ALTHOUGH IT WAS a pretty close call. President Reagan did 
escape death in the hands of his intending assassin; and in the cir- 
cumstances this is almost relief enough, despite the terrible wounds 
inflicted upon three other persons — a policeman, a secret service 
agent and the president's press aide. Had Mr. Reagan failed to pull 
through after being hit. the consequences for America, and for the 
world, might have been most alarming. 

Now the old debate about the sources of American violence and 
the means of its containment will again be revived. That is what 
always happens whenever a John F. or a Robert F. Kennedy, or a 
Martin Luther King, or even a John Lennon, is murdered in cold 
blood by a gun-carrying maniac with, or without, a cause. The debate 
never seems to lead anywhere. To be sure, there are certain measures 
. that America will not take even in its defence. 

America will not shield its leaders from physical contact with the 
common people by placing them behind walls of bullet-proof glass, 
and it will not disallow them to address the citizenry except from the 
lofty heights of some mausoleum once a year. But what about rest tie- * 
ting the availability of lethal firearms to every Tom, Dick and 
Hinckley? 

The argument for “outlawing the pistol'* was outlined in a book 
published in New York as far back as 1926. 

Already then and there it was. pointed out that the pistol had 
become a menace to U.S. society; that because of its wide spread, the 
rate of murder in the U.S. was higher than in any other country in the 
world, and twice as high as in the then second most murderous coun- 
try, Italy; that some of America’s greatest citizens, including three 
presidents — Lincoln, McKinley and Garfield — had been the vic- 
tims of the pistol; and that nine out of ten of all murders in the U.S. 
were being committed with that easy-to-conceal weapon. 

In fairness to the largely right-wing pro-gun opposition, however, it 
was also pointed out that murder had started with Cain, sometime 
before the birth of the pistol. This has been President Reagan’s own 
position — that it is people who kill, and not guns. 

Perhaps the president will now change his mind, but that is by no 
means certain. Keeping, a gun for self-defence and protection of 
home and business is viewed in America to this day as a basic con- 
stitutional right. The denial, or even severe limitation, of that right 
would go against the grain. 

. Yet* the dangers of allowing firearms, whether pistols or rifles, to 
more-or-less freely circulate even among the mad and the criminal 
must be clear. A staff report to the National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Violence, set up in Washington right after 
the murder in 1968 of Robert F. Kennedy, warned: 

“The availability of firearms at relatively low cost makes it easy for 
extremist groups and individuals to obtain such weapons; the posses- 
sion of firearms by some groups encourages opposition groups and 
individuals likewise to arm themselves; and possession of firearms by 
any group invites quicker and deadlier response on the part of rival 
armed groups and law enforcement agencies.” The report opens with 
a plea that firearms be made available only to “serious people who 
will use them with the restraint and the maturity that their dangerous 
nature deserves — and demands." 

That plea had been made by Bobby Kennedy barely a year before 
he, like his brother before him. was cut down by a gunman. To this 
day it has remained unanswered. 

Israelis, like all foreigners, have no business telling Americans how 
they should go about ordering their internal affairs. But they have the 
right to remind Americans that the peace and welfare of many lands 
.beyond their own borders depend on America’s strength and 
stability; and that the reckless abandon with which they treat the 
lives of their leaders is a threat not only to themselves but to tbe 
world. 

Canal as election stunt 

THE SIGNIFICANCE of the planned Mediterranean-Dead Sea 
canal goes far beyond its direct or indirect economic effects — its 
contribution to the balance oFIsrael’s energy sources, its provision of 
an infrastructure for the future building of nuclear power plants, and 
its effect on the development of the Negev in general. 

Indeed the canal belongs among those national projects that may 
fire the public's imagination and rekindle the spirit of national en- 
deavour, and thus revive our flagging development drive. 

Yet now the government has degraded this project to the level of 
an election stunt. It did so by its decision, on Sunday, to opt for the 
route through the Gaza Strip and, even more demonstratively, to 
turn the first spade of earthworks there, in a special ceremony 
scheduled, significantly, to be held before June 30, although the real 
work on the canal will have to begin at the Dead Sea end. 

The decision amounts to no morethan an empty gesture. Empty as 
it is, however, the gesture is highly provocative, and probably very 
damaging in the long run. It is thus also a blatant example of political 
irresponsibility. 

An investment of some 5700-800m. will be needed to build the 
canal. Much of this money will have to come from abroad, in one 
form or the other. Whichever the form, the choice of the Gaza route 
will, as Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin pointed out, jeopardize the 
mobilization of the needed capital. 

The canal might, in addition to its domestic impact, be used as an 
important lever for the promotion of peace and coexistence with our 
neighbours. A tacit accord, at least, will in any case have to be 
reached with Jordan, which will be affected by the raising of the 
Dead Sea level. The southern route for the canal, instead of being im- 
posed unilaterally on the Gazan Palestinians and on Egypt, might 
have been offered as a joint enterprise and a contribution to the 
economy of the Gaza Strip. 

Alternatively,- a decision to opt for the Zikkim route might have 
reduced tension and suspicion, and left the options open. 

While h is evident that the cabinet's decision this week does not 
pre-empt a switch to the Zikkim route, because neither Mr. Moda’i 
nor Mr. Aridorwill be able to do more than sing the national anthem 
at the planned ceremony before the elections, the government has 
succeeded in throwing another spanner into the slow-turning wheels 
of the peace process. It has also managed to burden the next ad- 
ministration with the removal of a few more obstacles in the path of 
financing and implementing this important project. 

Irresponsible efforts of this kind to win the voter's heart may yet 
boomerang — for they ignore the fart that the voter has a brain too, 
and can assess these gimmicks for what they are worth.

The attempt on President Reagan’s life will revive the debate on 
gun control in the U.S. writes Reuters correspondent -ARTHUR 
SPiEGELMAN. 


A GUNMAN has once again tried 
to change U.S. history — this time 
wounding President Ronald Reagan 
and seriously injuring his press 
secretary. 

Of the 16 U.S. presidents this cen- 
tury, seven have been subjected to 
assassination attempts and two, Wil- 
liam McKinley and John Kennedy, 
have been killed. The first U.S. 
president to be killed by a gunman 
was Abraham Lincoln in 1865. 

But the gun has not only been 
turned on presidents. It has been 
used to kill hundreds of other 
prominent Americans and many 
thousands of ordinary people. 

Civil Rights leader Martin Luther 
King, politician Robert Kennedy 
and ex-Beatle John Lennon all fell 
victim to the gun. King’s own 
mother was also killed by a man 
with a gun, as she played the organ 
in church. 

After each attempt, the cry goes 
up for gun control. But the gun is 
part of American history, and the 
18th century Constitution, framed 
for an era of frontiersmen opening 
up a new land, says a free man has 
the right to bear arms. 

In America, one can buy a gun in 
any state. Some states require per-

I happened to be present inside 
the building when the Incident oc- 
curred. I am deeply anguished that 
a distinguished rabbi gives “all sup-, 
port to the police” when a house of 
prayer has been desecrated in the 
Holy City.

During 
the saida shlishit, I heard a voice on 
A .bullhorn outside, but the woFds 
were drowned out by the singing 
around the communal table in the 
darkness. I later learned -that this 
was a police announcement. 

When the lights went on [or birkat 
hamazon and evening prayer,' we 
suddenly heard hard knocking on 
the doors. Although the Sabbath 
had officially ended elsewhere, it 
had not at Toldot Aharon. During 
the shemonei esrai, the long sflent 
prayer of 18 benedictions, the glass 
of the doors was broken and tear 
gas streamed into the synagoguge. 
Congregants were immediately af- 
fected and began coughing and gas- 
ping for air. Children wept. There 
were some 500 adults. and 400 
children in the synagogue. Prayers 
continued until the rebbe, sur- 
rounded by a guard of young has- 
sidim, made havdala-t nding the Sab- 
bath. People, then Hied out of 
emergency exists into the dark 
night, some of them vomiting in the 
long yeshiva corridors'.

There has always been a7 con- 
certed lobbying effort, by the 
National Rifle Association (NRA). 
to prevent strict gun control. 

The organization of 1.5 million 
members is one of tbe country’s 
most powerful lobbies, with an an- 
nual budget of S20m. . 

THE NRA is opposed to handgun 
registration,, as well as formal 
background checks' of a potential 
gun purchaser to determine if he or 
she has a criminal history. 

It is also against the idea of a 
waiting period before purchase and 
a ban on the sale of the “Saturday 
night special,” the cheap guns used 
in many U.S. street crimes. The 
NRA has argued that when guns are 
outlawed, only the outlaws will have

not know what was happening out- 
side the building or on* its roof. 
When the police did break into the 
building, there was nobody left in 
the synagogue. The police stormed 
the upper stories of the yeshiva,' 
making havoc of the place and tak- 
ing into custody students they 
found, some of whom had already 
gone to bed. 

Even if this house of prayer and 
study is a fortress of the religious 
anti-establishment, it is first and 
.foremost a sacred place. When stu- 
dents in Berlin, where I was then 
teaching, took over a church during 
services in the Christmas season of 
1967/8, the Protestant bishop . and 
pastors of the city prevented the 
police from entering the sacred 
premises. The church remained 
’.’occupied”, during the* entire 
Christmas season. Those rebellious 
students were no -less-obitoxioiifc to 
the majority of law-abiding citizens 
than the hassidim of Toldot Aharon 
are to the majority of law-abiding 
citizens of Jerusalem. A taboo has 
been broken here which should 
concern Rabbi Rabin owitz far more 
than the political hassle over the’ 
road to Ramot. But in an at- 
mosphere of religious civil war, both. 
sides do not recognize the 
legitimacy of- the other and indulge 
in fantasies in which the “enemy” is 
liquidated^ 

The rift between the religious es- 
tablishment and' religious anti- 
establishment in the city seems even 
deeper than the rift between the. 
secular and ultra-Orthodox. The let 
ter of Rjfbbi Rabinowitz 
perpetuates prejudices and unin- 
formed rumours about the hassidic 
community and is sadly devoid of 
any sense of the sacred. '
